He was a mixture of 
ararice aad.generofity : the former, was frequently pre- 
valent, -die latter, feldom> appeared, nnlefs excited by 
compaffion. He was open to adulation, and could not« 
Or would not, difbngttlfii between k>w flattery, and juft 
appianfe. His abilities readened him fuperior to envy« 
He was nndifgnifed and petfe^y fincere. I am induced

ftvfcM and 6md refdlution, than firom aUbluta choice : 
be l^at as ' it. mzys he performed the duties of the chur^

Ambition, you will agree with m^, ^ould fcarce 
have met with A fcveiCT bfow. HEacvLEs found him- 
ielf fef afide for want of ftrength ; or, if admitted 
among tjbe wrefUers, admitted only by favour and in- 
dulgence ; yet ftill he muft he confdous, that he was 
Hercules. Difappointments, the earlier they luippen 
in life, the deeper impreffion they make upon ^e heart. 
Swift was full of indignation at the treatment which 
he had received in Ireland^ and therefore refolyed to 
i4rfi^ l^s ftudies at Oxfari. However, that he might

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I Am happy^ in)r ddar HAtfixroN, to fiiMl that tii# 
ta& which I ^v« undertaken of placu^ tojgetkei^ 
feme memoirs of Dr. Swift^'s life, will be anaccepta« 
ble prefem to yoo. In my lafl letter, you may remem- 
ber, that I coodn£ted Dr. Swirr from his l>irth, in the 
year fixteen hondred and 'fixty feven, to his taking hi* 
degree of Matter of Arts at Oxfird^ in ^e year fixtten 
hundred and ninety oat. Curiofity may induce y6^ 
to knoiv, in what manner he cOuId fubiift, or by what 
diahnA the fprings of his revenue were fupplied, at« 
time when both kingdoms, but particularly Ir9lanJ§ 
were in great confufion. .You will almofl tremble foi^ 
him, when I tell you, that in the year of the Revo-^ 
Itttion, his uncle Godwin SwrvT had ^les into ft 
kind of lethargy, or dotage, which deprived him by 
degrees of his fpeech and memory; and rendered hlra 
totally incapable of being of the leaft fervice to his fa- 
mily and friends. But, in the midfl of thii diHrefsful 
fituation, as if it was ordained, that no incident ihould 
bereave mankind of fuch a genius. Sir William Tem- 
ple (whofe Lady was related to Dr. Swift*s mother) 
moft ^enerouHy ftept in ^o his aflifiance, and avowedly

Afta of gcnerofity feldom m^ct with their juil applaufc :

' SwiFt, as foon as he bad quitted the Unirerfity of 
Oxfordy lived with Sir WiLtiAM Temple as his ftiendji 
\tiA domcftic companion. When he had been about 
two years at Moore Parky he contraded a very long 
itni ^dangerous lllnefs, by eating an immoderate quan- 
tity of fruit. To this futfeit I have often heard him, 
atfcrib^ that grddinefs in bib heid, which with'intermif«. 
Sons fometimes of a longer, and fometimes of a Ihortcr 
kodtinuance, purfued him till it feemed to compleat its 
conqueft, by rendering him the exaft image of one of 
Ms own StrulSrugg's, a miferable fpe^cle^ devoid of 
teverv appearance of human nature, except the outv^rd 

' "^ 1b cortpHartco to^ the^ advice of his ph)fficians, wfieh 
fcc was filfficicntly recovered to travel, be wrnt iiito 
irtlenidy to try the ciFedls of his native air: and he

'Sit William Tbmple, whp had now left Moore PrnHk^ 
and wfuiietded at Sh^ene<, where he was often rifited hf 

. y«ng Wjlliam. Here Swift had frequent opportn^ 
nitiesofconv'erfing.^i^ t^at Prince; in (bme of which 
pbnverfations, the King offered to- make hrm a captain 
of horfe : an oiTer, wbich^ in fplenetic difpofitiont, he 
always feemed forry to have refufed; but at that time 

. he had refolved^ within his own mind» to take orders ^ 
;^nd during his whole Hfe, his refolations, like the de- 
i^j^ees of . f4ttey were immoveable. Thus determined he 

. again went oyer into Ireland^ and imxnediately en)ifted 
himfelf under the banner of the Church. He was re- 
commended by Sir William Temple to Lord Capbl, 
then Lord Deputy, who gave him the firft vacancy^ a 
prebend, of which the income was about^ an hundred 
ponnds a year. Swift foon grew weary of ' this pre- 
iipnacnt: it was not fufficiently coniiderable, and was 
at fo great a diftance from the metropolis^ that It ibfo- 
}utely deprived him of that kind of converfation and 
fodetyy in which he delighted. He liad been ufed (o 
very diffei-e^t fcenes in England^ and had naturally an 
averfion to folitude and retirement. He was glad there- 
bum io. reiign his prebend in favdur of a friend, and 
io;return t/o -Shesne, where he lived domeftically ^s ufuaf. 
tilitfae. death of Sir William Templf, who, be£aes a 
Uigaty in money, left to him t\^ care an4 Xt\& of 
pnhlilhinghi^ podhumous work$.

Stella^s xeal name was Johnson. She was th« 
daughter of Sir William Temple's fteward, and tho 
concealed, but undoubted wife of Dr. Swift. Sir WLi''» 
tiAU Temple bequeathed her in his will one thoufi^nd 
poundsy itt an acknowledgment of her facer's £sui(hftt| 
lerykes* I cannot I^U how loQg fhe r^mai^edin^isig^^ 
/ami, or whether ihe niade more, journeys thl^ one x» ^ 
Jtelwulz!ka Sir William Temple's death ; but if foy 
infiMmations-arc ri^t/ fhe was married to Dr. Swjft in \ 
the year feventeen hundred and futecn, by Dr. AsBit , . 
then hi^p of Ci^^i^^r. 

Stella was a. moil amiable woman, }^ xmody d«d * 
peflbn. She had an elevated ^derflanding, with aJ) th# 
delicacy and foftnefs of her fex. Her vdicje, hom 
.ever iweet in itfelf, was ftill rendered more hannoniQoa

Perfonal fatir 
againft evil magiftrates, corrupt minifters, and thofe 
giants of power, who gorge themfelves with the en- 
trails of their country, is dLfferent from that 'perfonal 
fatir, which to.o often prQceeds merely from felf-lovc^ 
or ill-nature \ ihe one is written lii defence of the pttlT- 
Cc'; the" Other 'in defence of ourfelves.- ""The on# is 
armed by the fword of juftice, and encouraged not only* 
by the voice oT the'* people, but" by the principles of 
morality : the other is dictated by paflion, "fupported 
By • prrde,' and applauded' by flattery. At the fame ' 
time that ITay* this, I thiiik every mail of wit has a* 
right to laugh at fools^ who give oiFence, or at cox- 
combs, *who 'are public nufances. Swift iftdeed has 
left ho' weapon'of farcafm Untried, no brancb of fatir' 
uncultivated : ' but \Vhilc he has maintained a perpetual' 
war againft the mighty meA in power,* li^ has remained

lead afliftance* The dates were often giiefled ^t, and 
erery fcrap was thrnft into the parcel that might aug-.^ 
ment the coUci^iom Such a condud hajB been pron 
dudive of a confufion that ofBsnds the eyej ^d. mif- 
teads the underftandiog. We have lefs pleafore inlook-^ 
ing at a palace built at different times, and put toge*^ 
th^r by ignorant workmen, than in viewing a plain re- 
^ar building condoled by a mefterly hand in all the 
beauty of fymmetry and order. The materials of the 
former may be more vahiable» bat ^ fimplidtjrof the 
latter is more acceptable. For health and exercife wha 
wouM not chufe rather to walk apon a platform than in 
a, labyrinth ? or, who does not wi(h to fee an edition <^ 
Sxvift's works becoming the genius, and dignity of 
the author ? When fnch an edition is undertaken^ I 
i^ould hope that all the wdnuti^e of his idle hours miglit, 
be entirely excluded ; or at leaft plaiced, like out 
bnildings, at a diftance from the chief edifices of 
"ne. 

Swirr 
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^wiFT was naturally fond of feeing lils works in 
print, and he was encouraged i'li this fondnefs by hi^ 
* friend Dr. Sheridan^ who had the cacoethe's fcAhendt 
to die greateft degree, and was continually letting off 
f^uibs, rockets, and all forts of little fireworks from the 
prefs, by which means he ' offended many particular 
perfojiSy who, although diey Jdood in awe of Swift, 
&eld Sheridan at defiance. The truth is, the poor 
D6£lor, by nature the moil peaceable, inoffenfive man 
alive, was in a continual ftate of warfare with the mi^ 
nor poets, and they revenged themfelves, or, in the 
ftyle of Mr. Bays, often gave him Jlafi for fajh^ and' 
fiftged his feathers. The affedlion between Theseus ^nd 
FiRiTHous was not greater than the aiFedion between 
Swift and Sheridan : but the friendfliip that cement-, 
cd the two ancient heroes probably commenced upon 
motives very different from thofe which united the twa 
modem divines. As in a former letter, I' drew a pic* 
ture of SwiFT^'s wife*, let me here give you fome 
iketches of SwiFT^s friend. 

JDr. Sheridan was a fchoolniafter, and, in many in« 
fiances, pafe£lly well iadapted for that ftation. He 
was deeply verfed in the Greek and Roman languages; 
and in their cuftoms and antiquities. He had that kind 
of good-nature, which abfence of mind, indolence of 
body, and carelefnefs of fortune produce ; and althoygh 
iK)t over firift in his own condudl, yet he took care of

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the moraUty of his ^holars, wham he fent to die XJA* 

verfity remar.kabi/- we^ founded in ail claifical iear&- 

ing, and not ill intruded in the focial duties of life. 

. He was iloTenly, indigent^ and chearful. He knew 

books much better than men : and he knew the value 

of money leaft of all. In this £tuaition, and with tliis 

difpofition, Swi ?t failened upon hun> as upon a pr^y 

with which he intended to regale himfelf, whenever 

his appetite ihould prompt him. Sh£rx dan therefore 

was kept conilantly ^thin his reach : and the only 

time he was permitted to go beyond the limits of his 

chain, was to take pofleffion of a living in the county 

ofCorke^ which had been beftowed apon him. hy the 

then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland^ the prefent Earl of 

Gran'ville.

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LETTER IX. 

WE are now come, my dear Hamilton* to the 
fecond volume of Swift'3 works. It is filled 
with poetry: but the poems in general are fliort and 
flitirical. The^poem of the greateft length, and, I be* 
liere, the longeft %#la* compofed by Dr> Swift> is of 
a very extraordinary nature, and upon a very, extra- 
ordinary (ubjeA. It is called Capsnus and Vanbssa. 
As a poem, it 19 exo^ent in its kind, perfectly cor- 
re^, and adiArably cendu^^.^ Swift, who had the 
liiceft ear, is remarkably 4haKf >^d delicate in hia 
rhymes. A bad rhyme appear^pb him one of t}ie ca- 
pital fins in poetry; and yet it is a fin into which fome 
of our greateft poets have fallen. Dryden frequently: 
Pope fometimes. The former was embarafied. with 
a Wife and family, and was often under fvch necefii*> 
t>us drcumftlinces as to be obliged to pablifli, or to 
want fnbfiftence. The latter was in a lefs confined^ 
and in a much more eafy fituation : he was naturally 
judicious, and uncommonly attentive to maintain the 
djgnity of his charadler.

But if we confidet 
SwiFT^s romance in a ferious light» we ihall find him 
of G|ttnjk)B9 that thofe determinations in philofophy, 
which at prefent feem to the moll knowing men to bo 
pcrfeffly well founded and underfiood, are in reality 
U9&ttled, or uncertain^ and may perhaps fome ages 
hence be as much, decried, as the axioms of Aris^ 
TOTLS are at this day. Sir Isaac Newton and his 
nutions may hereafter be oat of faAiton. There is* a 
kiod^f mode inphilofophy, as well as in other things r 
and fuch modes often change more from the humour 
and caprice of men, than either from the unreafonable, 
or the ilUfounded conduilons of the philofophy itfelf. 
The reafonings of fome philofophers have undoubtedly 
bettcc foundations than thofe of others: but I am of 
opinion (and Swift feems to be in the fame way of 
thinkiiig) that the moft^ applauded philofophy hitherto 
e^Gtant h^ not fully, clearly, and certainly explained 
rn/my difficulties in tbe phxnomena of nature. I am 
induced- to believe^ that God may have abfolutely de- 
mei us the perfect knowledge of many points in phi«

and an improper obfervation ; becaufe the apparition 
is called op as he appeared at the head of his army, 
juft after the batde ofJrbeU. I own my expectations 
wet« great, when I found his appearance was to be at 
fuch a remaerkable jnnChire : and I particularly wilhcd 
to fee him properly introduced after that battle^ as the 
compaffion and geherofity which he (hewed to the fa^ 
mily of Darius, was highly worthy of imitation; 
Here ar6 other cir^umftances in the biftorical records 
of him, that redound to his honour. His -tender is- 
gard to PiNDAR, by faring the houfe. of that poet? 
(when he rafed the dty of Thebes) feems to demand per- 
petual gratitude from all fucceeding bards. The man-, 
ner ^n which he v^ed the tomb of Achillbs ; the af-.

4V4S long fince loft in y^e and luxury : at fuch a tim^e « 
ilpgl^nuL^er yras becpme^necefiary* and Po^?3 y would 
4>five feized the n^ of government, had ncMt CiSSAn 
int^rpofed. If tbe cOAfpiratprs ]iad neftored liberty to 
^eir country, (beix Aft had be^n cotmplecely glorioua^ 
ajifd wottld have ihew^d^ that CiESAR, isotRom, was 
degenerated. B^t if we may judge from the confe- 
rences. Heaven difapproved of t|ie 4^4 : a particalsr 
fate attended the confpirators, not pne of wh<^ dieii 
;a natural death: and even Brutus, perhaps fecoUe^

This defedl in the charafter 
cf Brutus is not improperly exprefTed in the famous 
galery of the great duke of Tu/cany^ where there is a 
vciy fine head of Brutus begun by Michael Ancelo) 
biit left unfinifhed : under it is engraven upon a copper

If Brutus erred, it was from a wrong notion of 
virtue. The chara£ler of CissAR- is peHiaps more 
amiable, but lefs perfedi : his faults were great ; h^w^ 
ever, many of them were foils ta his virtues. A moder^ 
eminent writer has reprefented him aa a ghttioa: he 
tells us, that when Casar went to the publk feafts,' he 
conftantly took a vomit in the morning, with a defign 
.to indulge himfelf with more keen&eis, and to increafe 
his appetite for the enfuing feaft. The fa£t is true ; but 
I- would willingly believe' the inference unjqft. It is 
more than probable, that he pradifed this cuftom by 
the advice of his phyiicians, who might diredtfuch a re* 
gimen, as the moft certain, and immediate prefervation 
agibift epileptic fits, to which the Dilator was often 

liable. 



Uabk, YbUf granAfe!tlicf<-,'my ionoared father, (who 
mta ekcelkd by fesw phyitmns ift the thieory of phyfic) 
had often told lAe; that convulfions of tli!s kind werp 
of fiidk a nature as generally to come on after eating 
and riiotfe violently, if the ftdmach was overloaded. 
C^sAR was fo careful in obferving a decent dignity in 
his behaviour, that he dreaded the fhame of cxpoiing 
publickly this weaknefs in his conftitution j and there- 
fore guarded againil it in a prudent manner, which lia^ 
fince been coniboied into a reproach. This farmifei 
my Ham, refts upon the ibonger foundation, as all aa*, 
thors agree, that he was moil flrifUy, and remarkably 
abfiemiou^. 

In his pubUc chara£br..C^SA«- appears a Urong ex* 
ample, how far the gfjeateft natural, and acquired ac^ 
cos^plilluneAts may lofe th^ luftre, whei^ made fubfer-* 
vien/t to falfe glory, and an immoderate thirft of power ; 
»» on ^he other hand, the hiftory of JBaurv? may in-r 
fbraft ttSf what unhappy efiedis the rigid exercife of fu* 
periour virtue, when mifapplied and. carried too far^ 
may produce in the moft^ftedfafi mind, ov the ibundeft 
jiu^ment. 

' Gi/LLivER has given to Brvtus five companions, 
]trk;' Brutus, SocRAtEs, Epaminondas, Cato the 
cenfor, and Sir Thomas Moore. Such a fextum- 
vinate is hot eafily to be encreafed : yet, let me hope, 
that the refle^on is too feverely critical, when he adds, 
** that all the ages of the njuorld cannot furntjb out aftfuentb^^ 
Every age has produced men of virtue, and abilities in

lata in ^me 4oobt, whether Cato the Cenjhr caa; 
fairly claim a rank among (o choice a groope^f ghofts, . 
He joftly indeed condemned the luxury of the Romans,|^ 
and be punj/hed their vices with an impartial kvexky : but 
herein he feems to ^lave indojged hts own natural temper > 
rather th^n to h^ve a^led ^d>folutely from a love of var^* 
toe: he was a declared enemy to poetry, paintings and 
aU thepoHter arts.: he was proud, vain, and morofe ; 
hat lahfive^a)]^. he. was fo extnemely avaritiotts, that 
RuAPAMANTVUs in the Archhiihop of Cambray'^ 
dialogoQS of- the dead, after exprefiing fome regard ta. 
his merits, tells him, as he w^s an ^iu;r|r he could »ot. 
be admitted into the Elyfian fields > and therefore orders 
bim tp keep the gate fis porter: in which fituation, h^ 
might gratify the cenforioufnefs pf his difpofition, by 
efcammiiig every 'ghoft that attempted to come into 
Efyjtumy and by (hutting the door againft all thoie, who 
were not quaHiied for admittance. RHAOAMANTRtr^ 
then giveshlm money to pay Charon forfuchpaffengersi 
who were not able to pay for themfelves, and at the 
fame time declares, tlathe will ppnifhhim as i robber, 
if he offers to lend out that money upon ufury. How 
very different, you will fay, are the fentiments of 
Archbiffaop FfiNEtoN, and of Dr. Swift in the% 
judgement of C A tt). The one, thinks him unwdrthjf 
of a placSe among ipilKons in Elyfiuniy while the other 
diftiiigaifhes him among the greateft men of antiquity*

Homer, fays cor traveller, ** nvas the imlkt^ 

and comeha- perfin ofthetnu9: iMolkti ^)ery er§A flih 

cne of bis age^ and bis fjf€s ivere tht mofi pmck amt 

fiircing I ever leheldP ' It is certain, tliat Hombr 

has rather gained, than loft vigour by his years. Twenty 

fix centuries have not unbraced his nerves, or given one 

wrinkle to his brow: and although GvLtivsa haa 

beftowed upon him the additional ornament of fine 

eyes, yet I am apt to think they made the figure of this 

divine old man lefs awfid: at lead I am glad that he 

wanted his eye fight while he lived, fince it is impoffible, 

not to conclude from the produ^ons of Homer and 

Milton, that the Minds Eye becomes more intenfely 

difceming, when it is not interrupted by external objeds. 

It is an old obfervation, that Homer has nourifhed 

more perfons thanSvLLA, Casar, and Augustus; 

and while their pictures have decayed, not a letter of 

the niad has been loft. The Grecian poet not only 

preferves his original form, but breathes freely, and 

looks beautiful in other languages : a happier metempfy* 

chofis than Pythagoras ever dreamt of. However 

if Homer was abfolutely obliged to wear the different 

dre^es, which have been given to him, he would fomc' 

times, I believe, find the motion of his limbs nneafy 

and confined : and would prefer his own fimple attire 

even to the birth day fuit, which our Engllfh bard has 

^ven him. The commentators have done lefs honour 

to Homer than the tranilators. Some of thofe learned 

pedants have entirely wafted their obfervations upon 

partides and words : others have run into a minute ex-

aanefs, in comparkg iktjftopmtj of hisimagtt : wi^k 
others agdin, hav&ende«yoiued to trace oat from die 
Iliad and Odyfiey all thoTodiinaiits of atti and feieii- 
t:e&. Some diere arcv w]u> 4we11 on fach nairow ck'CQfii- 
nances, as were negl6fi»d by Homsr, and candtdy be 
Ttsitable to their 0¥»i confined geaitii. They are tjot atfe 
to purfue him in his ^blinle flights, and attempt therefbit, 
'to bring him upon a level twith diemfelyed. Their low 
mechanical notions remind me of an abfard problem 
^ropofed by the famoas Monfiear Hutr, whether the 
Iliad might not be written npon vellum in fo finall a 
hand, that the whole might be contained within a hnt- 
Ihell ? This important queftion is faid to have eng^ed 
the thoughts and attention of the French courts and 
gives us a true pidhare of a laborious, tafteleifs critic tipoti 
Homer. The Dauphin, and his train, ire for putting 
the Iliad into a nutlhell, when Ale^^akdir, and his 
courtiers, chofe the richeft, and moft curious cabinet 
t)f Darius, as the only proper repoiitory for Homer's 
works. 
• Homer and Aristotle were as oppofite as pofEble 

in their charafters : but Dr. Sv^^ift has placed them 
together, chiefly with a view of fhewing their commen- 
tators, in that jufl and ridiculous light, in which thofe 
fcholiafts ought to appear. When an age is blefled 
with the productions of an uncommon genius, fuch as 
refembles Homer, it muft, in fome meafure, be punifh- 
ed bv bad imitations and comments ; in the fame man* 
ner jhat you may have obferved the fu^i by its heai 

-and iniiuence raifmg vapours, and animating infeCU, 

that 
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diat mfi^ and perhaps comtpt die air, in wliich he 
Ihines with fo tanck lofire. But, vdien an ongisal ad- 
jtaired author, as AaisroTL i, is really e imu o Du St and 
deceivts with hl£e fpecioiis priadpks* what a train of 
enon imift atife frcm cotBttentaiore on fudi fofajcds* 
who,'wfailc tb^ endeavoor to |mrfae and ext^id a pka- 
£ng enchanted profped, that has na real foandatioD^ 
devia(^ into a dark, difagreeable road of briers and 
thorns?

. It is on this account that die .Dean has introduced 
AmsTOTLB m company widi Homer. The defcrip. 
tion of that philofopher is fine, and in a few words 
repr^fents the true nature of his works. *' He ftooptd 
** much, and made ufi of aftaff. His 'vtfage <was meagre, 
** his hair lank and thin, and his voice hell(nv.^ By not 
having the immortal fpirit of Hombr, he was unable 
to keep his body eredl : and the ftafF which weakly 
fupported him, like his commentators, made this defedl 
more confpicuous. He wanted not Tome ufeful quali- 
ties, but theie real ornaments, lik^ his hair, were thin 
and ungraceful. His ftyle was harfh, and^ like his 
voice, had neither force nor harmony. He was with- 
out doubt a man of great genius and penetration, but 
he did infinitely more prejudice than fetvice to real 
literature. He Ihidie'd words more than Ikfts, and de- 
livered his philofophy pctplexed with fuch intricate 
logical terms, as have laid a foundation for the endlefs 
fcholaftic difputations, which have corrupted and re- 
tarded the progrefs of learning. He waged war with 
all his predecc^on. HeneverqMotesanaudior, except

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vjitik % view to xe^ite kb opiiiion. * like the Ottanuoi 
£mp«f or, hp cQold iiot reign in fafety, till b« ha4 firil 
deftroyed his brethren. He wa^ as ambitious in fci^qce^ 
as hifi popil AvEXANDfia was in arms.

^ defpodc tNcigiAftl ; and n9t only.toi be the Poace» but 
the Tyrant of phiSoTdphy. What then can lie exped^ 
ed from the commentaton on his works>. who .were

Ramus with his covert ignorance, and 
ScoTVs and AqyiNAs with their fubdivifiohs, andima^ 
ginarynodiings, muil: make a. contemptible figore in 
the Elyiian fields, which are the fappofed manfions of 
chearfulnefs, truth, and candour, and confequently 
muit be a very improper fituation for that tribe of phi- 
lofophers. . . 

/ thendejiredy fi^s Gulliver, that Dbscartei^ 
gmd Gasssndi m^ h called up : lAjitb nuhoin I 
prevailed to explain their fyfienu to Aristotle, ^his 
great philofipher freely acknotuledged his <ywn mifiakei 
i» natural philofophy^ hecaufe he proceeded in many thingt 
upon eonje^ure, as all men muft do \ and he found that 
GaSsendi, nuho had made the doctrine of EpicURua 
as palatable as he could y and the vortices of Descar- 
'* TEs tuere equally to be exploded, I believe you will 
£nd^ my dear Hamilton, that Aristotle is ilill to 
be preferred to Epicurus. The former made fome 
uiefiil experiments and difcoveries, and was engaged in

I (hoidd not have ventured into this criticifm and 
cenfure upon thefe antient'philofophers, not even to 
yoo, my deareft Ha^» if my opinion was not in a 
great meafure fupported by Lord Bacon, who, as h€ 
was certainly the moft accurate judge of this fubje^, 
might be: perhaps, from that pre-eminence, too fevere 
a critic. It muft be owned, that Epicurus in parti- 
cular has many followers and admirers among the an« 
tient$» and among the moderns.. Cicero commends 
him for cultivating his friend(hips in the mod exquifite 
manner. The book lyes op^n beford me, and I witt 
tranfcribe the words, De qua {/umicitia] Ei'icurus jfci- 
dem itadicit 9tKmum rerUm quas ad heate 'Oivendum i* 
pitntia combarcpvirit^ nihil tffe mt^us amid f fa, nihil uhe'^ 
riWf nihil jucundius^ nequi Viri b§c irutione Joluniy ■ fed 
muho magis *vita i^ faiHsy et niorihus Icomprohavit* Dio- 
genes Laertius pfaifes his virtiie " and learning.

With great induftry 
he colleftal whaterer reUted to the perfon, and to, the 
philoftfphy of Epicurus, the latter of which he has 
reduced into a compleat fyilem.

We afe compofe^ ol a mind, anivl oi a body, in- 
tiittffcely ^united, and mutually ' aftetting each other. 
Their operations indeed are entirely difFcrent. Whe- 
thfer the imiP.ortal fpirit, that enlivens this fine ma- 
. cliine, is originally of a fuperior nature in various bo- 
dies (which, I own^ feems moft confiftent and agree- 
able to the fcale and order of beings) or, whether the 
difii^rencevdepeitds oA a fymmetxy^ or'Jiecaiiar Jbrudhire 
of the organs combined with it, is beyond my reach 
to determine. It is evidently certain, that the body 
is curjoafly formed' with proper organs to delight, jgid 
fuch as are adapted to all the neceTTary ufes of life. 
The ipirit animates the whole ; it guides the natural

It is no kfs evident, that this immortal fpirit has an 
independent power of ading, and, when cultivated in 
a proper manner, feemingly quits the corporeal frame 
.within which, it is imprifoned, and foars into higher, 
and more fpacious regions ; v/here, with an energy, 
yvhich I had almoil: faid was divine^ it ranges among 
thofe heavenly bodies, that, in. this lower world, are 
fcarce vifiBle to our eyes ; and we can at once e^lain 
the diHance, magnitude, and velocity of the planets, 
4 and 
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and can foretel, eveii to a degree of minutenefs, the * 
partlcalar time whet£ a comet, will return; and when- 
the fun will be edipfed in ftc next ceRtctry. Thefc 
powers certainly evince the dignity of human nature,- 
and the furprifmg efFeds of the immaterial fpirit with<- * 
in us, which, in fo confined a ftate, can thus dif- 
engage itfetf from the fetters of matter.- It i^ from 
this pre-eminence of the foul over the body, that we 
are enabled to view the exadl orders and curious va- 
ricty of different beings ; to confider, and cultivate 
the natural produftions of the earth ; and to admire, - 
and imitate the wife benevolence which reigns through-* 
out the whole fyftem of the univerfe. It is from hence, • 
tliat we form moral laws for our conduft. From 
hence, we delight in copying that great original, who,' 
ihhis elTence, is -utterly incomprehenfible, but, in his 
iiifluence, is powerfully apparent to every degree of 
Kis creation. From hence too, we perceive a real- 
beauty in virtue, and a diftinftion between good and' 
evil. Virtue afts with the utmpft generofity, and with 
no view to her own advantage: while vice, like a 
glutton, feeds herfelf enormoufly, and then is wilfing 
to difgorge the nau'feous' offals of her feaft. But I 
fhall wander too far, efpecially as I flatter myfelf, that 
your mind is fo good, and fo unprejudiced, that you 
will more eafily feel, th^n I can illultrate, the 'truth 
of thefe afTe/tions: 

Swift deduces his cbfervations from wrong pnn- 
ciples ; for. in his land of Houybnhnms, he coiffjdel^ 
the fod and body in 'their mbft degenerate, and un-

In painting Yahoos he becomes one himielf. Nor 
is the pidure which he draws of the HotefMnmtt in- 
viting or amttfmg. It wants both light and (hade to 
adorn it. It is cold and infipid. We there view the 
pure inflinds of brutes, nnaiiiiled by any knowlege 
of letters, adUng within their own narrow fphere, 
merely for their immediate prefervation. They are 
incapable of doing wrong, therefore they a£t right, 
}t is furely a very low charader given to creata]:es, in 
whom the author would infinuate fome degree of rea- 
fon, that they vJBi inoffenfively, when they have nei- 
ther the motive nor the power to zSi otherwife. Their 
virtuous qualities are only negative. Swift himfelf, 
amidft all his irony, muft have confeiled, that to mo- 
derate our paflions» to extend our numificence to 
others, to enlarge our underftanding, and to raife our 
idea of the Almighty by contemplating his works, is 
not only the bufinefs, but often the pradice, and the 
ftudy of the human mind. It is too certain, that no 
one individual has ever poflefled eveiy qualification 
^ excellence: however fuch an aifemblage of dif- 
ferent virtues^ may fiiU be coHeOed from diiferent per- 

fonsj 
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ions, as are {vSidcat to place tlfe dignity of hnnuux 
natoic in -an andabLS) and exalted ftation. We mafl: 
lament indbed the many inftances of thofe mho d^^ ' 
nerate, or go aftray from the end and iiiiii^don of 
their being. The trae foarce of this depravity it of-' 
ten owing to the want of education, to the falfe indul- 
gence' of parents, or to fo|ne other bad canfes, which 
are conflahtly prevalent in eveiy nation. Many of 
thefe errors are finely ridiculed in the foregoing parts 
of this romance : but the voyage to the How^hAmn 
is a real in(ult upon mankind. 

I ^am heavily dre4 of this laft part of GuLi-ivsa^s 
travels, and am glad, that, having exhaufted all my 
obfervations on this difagreeable fubjed, t may finifli

WHAT .is ta be done, my Hamilton, witji the 
fourtli volume of Swift's works ? How can I 
amufe you with any;*emarks from a colle£Uon of tradis, 
not only upon exceeding grave fubjeds, but entirely 
relative to the kingdom of Ireland? not only local, 
but temporary ? In the beginning of the volume is a 
pamphlet entitled A Letter from a Member of the Houfe 
cf Contmons in Ireland^ to a Member of the Houfe of 
Commons in England^ concerning the Zacramentid Tefl^ 
twritten in the jear 1 708 : and it is preceded by an ex- 
planatory advertif^ment, that was either didated, or 
ffa-idtly revifed by the Dean himfelf. He held the dif- 
fenters in the utmofl degree of ridicule and deteflatlon. 
He had an opennefs in his difpofition, and a franknefs 
in his condudy that bore an abhorrence to all kind of 
leftrve : even to difcretion. Solemnities and outward 
forms were defpifcd by him. His humorous difpoli- 
tk)n tempted him to adlions inconfiflent with the dig- 
nity of a clergyman : and fuch flights drew upon him • 
the general charafter of an irreligious man. I remem- 
ber to have heard a ftory of him that fully fhews how 
little he regarded certain ceremonies,which ought always 
to be obferved with refped. Soon after he had been 

made 
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inade Dean of St'. Patrick''s, he was loitering one 
Sundny m the afternoon at the honfe X)f Dr. Ray- 
MOND (with whoth he had dined) at Trm, a little 
town nedr Dui/itty of whigh the Doftor wa$ vicar. 
The hell had rung : tl^e panfhioners were afTembled,' 
for evening prayers : and Dr. Raymond was prepar- 
ing to go to the church, which was fcarcc two hundred 
yards froih Tiis houfe. "Raymond, (aid the* Dean, 
** 111 lay you a crc^vn I will begin prayers before you 
** this afternoon.*' ' " I accfept the wager," replied 
Dr. Raymond ; and immediately they both ran as 
fall as they could towards the church. Raymond, 
who was much the nimbler man of the two, arrived 
firft at the door :' and when he entered the church, 
walked decently towards die reading deft. Swift 
never flackened his pace, but, running up the iile, 
left Dr: Raymond behind' him in thb middle of it, 
and llepping into the reading defk, without putting on 
a forplice, or opening the prayer-book, began the li- 
turgy in an audible voice, and continued to repeat tlie 
fervice fufficiently long to win his wager. To fuch a 
difpofition it is impoflible that the gravity of noncon- 
formifts could be agreeable. The diflilce was mutual 
on both fides. Dr. Swift hated all fanatics : all fa- 
natics hated Dr. Swift. The pamphlet, which now 
lies before me, is particularly written againft repealing 
the tefi dA : and whoever confiders himfclf related to 
the kingdom of Ireland^ will iind in -it fome arguments 
of weight and confideration, in cafe any (uch repeal 
Should ever be attempted there^ 
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I cannot help pomting out to yott>.one particiiltf 
piebe of fadr, that is entir<;ly in Swjft*s own &yW 
and mai^ner. In the fourth page, he exprefle^ Jhtm- 
fdf thus. '* One of tbefi authors (^hefillmfif that nuof 
•* pitioritdj I have forgot his name) is indeed fo gra^ie^ 
^ fkntentiousy dogmatical a rogue ^ that there is no endstT" 
•• ing him:' The feOonv that nvas fillmii was Da- 
KiEL Defoe, whofename Swift well knew and re- 
membered t but the circumflance of the pillory was to 
be introduced; and the manner of introducing it 4iews 
^eat art in the niceft touches of {atir, aod ctrne$ aU 
^e marks of ridicule, indignation, and contempt. The 
feoffs and farca&is of Swift, like the bite of the ratde- 
(hake, diflinguiih themfelves more venomoufly dan- 
gerous, than the wounds of a coxmnon ferpent. 

The next traft is, ^ Propofal fir the unimerfal ufi of 
Iriflf ManufaBure in clothes^ and furniture of bemfesy ^c^ 
ntterly rejefting arid renouncing every thing wearabl^ 
that comes from England. Written in tjhe year 1 720. 
In a former letter ^, I believe I have told you, that, 
apon looking over the dates of Dr. Swift^s works, he 

does not appear as a political writer from the year 1.7 14 
to the year 1720. You will probably be curious to 
know, in what manner he employed his time from th^ 
death of the Queen till the South-fea year. Not in 
poetry, for his poetical pieces, during that period, are 
in a manner domeftic \ being fcarce any more than trifles 
to SheridaNj or foematia to Stella. How then i^

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die chafin to be filled up? I iijciagine, by Gulliver's 
travels. Such a work muft, in all likelihood, have cx^ 
groiTed his tcifur^, during five Or fix years. When thsyt 
was finiihed, he fouri<fai> opening to indulge his love 
of politics, aiid to commence a patriot fpr Ireland; and 
he made ufe of the opportunity, by encreafin^ the na- 
tural jealoufy which th^ leffer ifland conftandy ^nf cr- 
tains of the greater, ttis treatlfe^ ^ P^^off^/t immc* 
diately raifed a very violent flame. The printer w^ 
profecuted: and the profecution had tl^e fame efie<^ 
which generally attends fuch meafures : it added fu- 
el to the flan\e« But his greateft enemies muil con* 
iefs, ikl^at the pamphlet is written in the ftile of a man, 
who had the good of his cpuntry nearefi his heart, 
who faw her errors, and wiihed to corre£l them; who 
felt her opprelfions, and wiihed to relieve themj and 
whoh^d a defire to rouze, and awaken an indolent na- 
.^Qnfrom a lethargic difpofition, that mi^t prove fatal 
to her' conftitution. 
'To the propofal, in favour of the Irifh manufactures, 
Tucceed, Borne Arguments agcdtift enlarging the Tomjir t^ 
St/^oJ>^ in lettiftg of Leafes, This is too feripus a pam- 
""phteit for your, perufal, nor fh^ll I detain you with any 
ferther account of it, than to fay, that it is intermixt 
'with thofemaftcrly ftrokes df irony, which fo often ap- 
pear in Swift's works. ' 

' But the general llibjefl (rf* the pamphlet leads me to 
recolic£t a circumftanee muich '^o the Dean's honour. 
He could never be induced to t^e J6jie9 for any of the 
chapter lands. He always chofe Jtt>.r2ufeihe rents, as 
.'the method leaft oppreifive to the pcefcq^. tenant, and 

moft 
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molt advantageous to all feture tenants and landlords. 
He conftantly refufed to give charity put o£ th^ chapter 
funds, whicji lie-alledged were fcarce jTufEciQiit ,^o ipain- 
tain the neceffary repairs df the cathedral. I have al- 
ready.tdld y6u », that, among his prebendaries, the 'vox 
Decani WSLS the fuoxDii. . ' ' •' 

We are noW come to The.Drapier's Letteni thofe 
brazen nipniim^n^s of his fame.' They were.writfen'm 
the year 1724.. ' I hjive faid.fo much {n one of my fori 
mer letters ^. of the caufe which cave rife to them» and 
of the effea which , they had , upon the nation. That I 
need fay np.more in this place, than to recommend 
them to your perufali for the flile and conduft 01 their 
ir/anrcr r but, left they mav'.appear too grave* to*' fo 
young a man, and one who isi fo little intercfted'in the 
prefentj and much lefs in the paft affairs of /r^/^i«^, yea 
will find a paper at the end' of them that 'wIlT'ixcite 
your rifibility, or I am miflalcen. It is^ entitled, A full 
and true account cfthefolemn procejfion to the Galmxiy at 
the execution of Wi l LI AM Wood, Efq; and harit^nuart-i 
man^. The authpr makes the feyeral artificers attend 
William Wp d (reprefented by a log of timber) tq tKe 
galiows, and each tradefman e^prelTes his refentment ^ 
the tcriiis of his proper calling. ** Ihe Cook fwill 
" BASTE him, the Bookseller, 'w/// TURN over a 
" NEW LEAP <vj:tb him* ^he Ta YLO r luilljit in HfS 
** Skirts ;" and fo pn, thxpijgh a number of people 
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•of different conditions. Then follows the proceffion, 
moft hunwroufly defcribcd. The whole is a piece of 
ridicule too powerfol for the ftrongeft gravity to with- 
ftand. 

The next tradl is, Afior$ 'view oftheftate of Lehni, 
^juriiten in t hi year 1727 *. Of this I need take little 
notice, iince the prefent Hate of Ireland is, in genera], 
as iloari/hing as poilible. Agnci^lturie is cultivated : arts 
and fciences are encouraged : and in thefpace of eigh- 
teen years, which is almoft the full time that I have knQ\va 
it> no kingdom can be more improved. Ireland^ ia relation 
of Englandy may be coE^pared to a younger fiilcr lately 
come of age, after having fuifened all the mifcries of 
an injured minor \ fach as Jaw fuits, encroachments 
ujon her property, yiolation.of her. rights, deftru^Voa 
of her tenants, and every evil that can. be named. hK 
length, tinie, and her own noble fpirit of induftry, hay^ 
entirely relieved her; and, feme little heart-buriiings 
expepted, fhe enjoys the quietpo^ejQioji of a very aijopl^ 
fortune, fubjed, by way of acknowledgeinent,^ to, cer- 
tain quit rents payable to the elder bran<;b, of Jier 
houfe : .and let , me add by experience, that t^ke bif^U 
in alL^ fhe cannot have a greater fortune than ihc 
delerves. ,.

(bur fijrft volumes of Swift's works were publifhed 
together, aud pafled immediately under his own iiv- 
ipedlion. Not long afterwards came out two additional 
volumes, both which were fupervifed and forrefted 
by ^e. author. 

The ConduB of the JUies begins fhe fifth volume. I 
iniagine that the Puhlijhers Preface was compofed by th^ 
Dean himfelf, but affefledly written in a l?ad ftyle. 
The laft paragraph makes me fiifpcdl his hand. * " It 
" is plainly feeriy fays the Publiftier, th4it affirit oflihertjf 
is diffufed through all thefe njuritingi^, and thizt the author 
is an enemy to tyranny and cffrejjion in any Jhape ivhat^ 
e^er.""* Tips is the character at which SwfFX

aii^ed, and this is the charader which i^xdeed he ' 
deferved* 

Throughout the courfe of thefe letters* I have 
freely pointed out to you all his faults, but I beg you 
ia remember, that with all thofe faults, he was above 
corruption. A virtue in itielf fuffcient tocover a mul- 
titude of hum^ failings, fmce from that virtue alon^ 
can flow profperity to the commonwealth. 

The cojiduil of the AUiet was written in the yeaf 1 7 1 2, 
Und i^is preparatory to the peace, which the miniHers 
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were then coacerting, and whjich was afterwards pert 
fe&ed at Utrecht^ It begins by reflexions on wfir-ia 
general, and then particularly mentions the feveral 
civil wars in our kingdom. When I am 'readijo^ 
treatifes of this fort, I cannot help pitying my unhapw 
country, torn to pieces by her own fons. A wretched 
mother of vultures, for whom, like TiTyus,,j(hp 
produces new entrails only to be devoured. 

The papers called the Sxaminers, at leaft thofe. of 
which Dr. Swift is the author, fill up the reft of the 
volume. They begin in Notvemher 1710, and they are 
juried down to the end of July 1 7 1 1 . They are writ- 
ten in defence of the new adminiftration, and the par- 
ticular revolutions at court, which had introduced tl\e 
Earl of Oxford, and had difplaced the earl of Godol- 
. PHIN and his friends. 

Many of Swift's Examiners are perfonally aimed at 
the General*. In a free country, the power of a 
general is always to be feared. The greater his military 
capacity, or the more fuccefsful his arms, in the greater 
danger are the liberties of the people. On this maxim 
Swift proceeded ; and while he was writing in defence 
of the commonwealth, he had an opportunity of giving 
a loofe to his own feverity, of which the hou/e 'of 
Frtde^ and feveral other allegorical eiTays are very 
ijpirited examples. ■ *-' 

But I am fettered in my animadverfions on thefe '^^- 
pers. The prefent times, and the honour which Ilear

t6taiany noUe famiUes defcended from peifons mendon- 
ed in the Examiners^ make me willing to take as Hight 
notice as poflible even of the wittieft paiTages in thofe 
papers ; becaufe many of thofe paiTages arife from per- 
{bhal refle^ons, or party farcafins. In general, the 
fereral points relating to the national debt (alas ! how 
^ncreafed fince the year feventeen hundred and ten) the 
too long continuance of the war, and. other public 
topics of complaint are melancholy truths, juftly 
becoming the pen of a man who loves his country. 
■ Within thefe laft forty years, the political treatifes 
hare been fo numerous, fo various, fo local, and (b 
temp6rary, that each new pamphlet has fucceeded it* 
predeceiTor, like a youthful fon to an antient father 
amidft a multiplicity of followers, admirers, and de* 
pendants, whilfl: the antiquated Sire having finUtei 
and foamed his hour upon the fiage^ is heard no more, but 
lies iilent, and almost entirely forgotten, except by a 
few friends and cotemporaries, who accidentally re- 
member fome of his jult obfervations, or prophetical 
aphorifms, which they have lived to fee accompliihed.> 
Tl>us has it /ared, even in my time, with the £z- 
i\M]NERs, the FjiEEHOLDsas, and the Craftsman : 
and Xhfi fame fate will attend moft writings of that 
fort, which being framed to ferve particular views, fulfill 
the pufport of their creation, and then periih : while 
wq^ks of a more liberal and diifufive kind are acceptable 
to all perfons, and all times; and may afliime to 
themfelves a certain profped of furviving to the latefl 

pofterity, 
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But my deareS Hamilton^ when you enter into tnc 
commerce of Rfe, you will be obliged, in your own de- 
fence, to look into every thing Ihat has be.en ^ritten 
upon political fubjcAs. In England, a man cannot keep 
up a converfatiOn ivithout being well verfed in politics. 
In whatever other point of learning he may be .lieficicnt, 
lie certainly muft not appear fuperficial in (late a|Fairs. 
He mufl: chufe his pBity; and he muft ftick to the 
choice." Kori r.e*vocare gradum mxifL be his motto; and 
Heaven forgive you, my dear fon, if ^tgradus nowa.&d 
then enforces you to a£l againllrfelf conviflion. 

If party, and the confequences of it hadariien to that 
hcighth among the Romans and Grecians, as it has 
arifen of late years among the Englifh, their poets 
would probably have added ^er to the three fui:ies, 
and; would have placed her in heir, as a fit companion 
for TlsiphonE, MEr;/ERA, and Alecto, from whence, 
afccording to ' their defcription, fhe might have made 
cxcurfions upon earth, only whh an intention to deftroy, 
cenlbund, mifltfad, and difunite mankind.

attention. Of the letters, the two from the earl of 
Peterborough to Mr. Pope are fhort, but excellent 
in their kind. The others, I mean thofe of the Dean, 
and of Mr. Pope, have much lefs merit, of at leaft are 
much lefs agreeable. Lord Peterborough's wit is 
eafy and unaffeded. At the time when he wrote thofe 
two letters, he had hung up his helmet, and his buck- 
ler, and was retired to bis plough, and his wheel- 
barrow, wearied of courts, and difgufted with ftatef- 
men. He had made a moil coniiderable figure in 
bis day. His chafadler was amiable and unconunon. 
His life was a continued feries of varieQr. In his 
public and private condud he differed from moll pien. 
He had viflted all climates, but had fiaid in x^ne. 
He was a citizen of tl^e world, tie conquered and 
maintained armies without money. His a£kions and ea^- 
pr^flions were peculiar to himfelf. He was of a vivacity

fuperiour to all fatigue, and his courage was beyond 
^y amce)«d(mof daogec. He yeriiied, in many in- 
fiances, whatever has been faid of romantic heroes. 
He feems to have been fixed only in his friendlhips and 
ntor^ principles. He had a true regard and afFedUon 
fbrSwiPT and Pope. The Dean, in a fhort copy of 
verfes *, has defcribed him in a very particular man* 
ner^ bat fo juftly, that the four laft flanzas will give z. 
finoft perfed, and compleat idea of Lord P£T£rbo-

The Bijbop of Saiijhury [Dr. Burnet] is the next 
ftntagouift whom Swift attacks in fingle combat. I 
can give you no better idea' of this work, ^than by 3 
quotation from the trad itfelf, which is called, uf 
Preface /• the Bijhop of Salifburfs introdiiBion to the third

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qriticifins will be attended with obfcurity : and it would^ 
be tedious to cdniider them in their exad order* ' I , 
(ha!i endeavour therefore, to tatc a review only of , 
what {eems to defefve your attention. Let us begin ^ 
witii the letters that paflcd between Dr. Swift suui 
Mr. Poi'e. The correfpondence had commenced in a 
very earfy part of Mr. Pope's life, and was carried 
on with fcarce any interruption from the death of tha 
Queen. ' If we may judge of Mr: Pope from hi» 
Works, his chief aim was to be efleemed a man of vir* 
ta^. His letters are written in that ilyle. His lall vo- 
luAies are all of the moral kind. He has .avoided 
trifles, and confequently has efcaped a rock which has 
proved very injurious to Swift's reputation. He has 
given his imagination full fcope, and yet has preferv- 
ed a perpetu^ guard upon his condn^. The conftitu- 
tion of his body and mind might early incline hiti^ ta 
habits of caution and referVe. The treatment which, 
he met afterwards from an imiumerable tribe of ad- 
verfaries, coi|(fhvied thofe habits, and made him flower 
than the Dean in pronouncing his judgement upon per- 
ibns and things. His prc^e writings are little lefs har-- 
monious than his verfe: and his voice in comntoit 
converfation was fo naturally muiical, that I remem.

My excufe, for I ftand in need of one, by having 
inierted thefe fcraps of letters, is my teal defire of con- 
vincing you, that the affedion of Swift and Pope 
fubfifted as entire and uninterrupted as their friends 
could wifli, or their enemies regret. It mail be owned* 
tiiat we as feldom fee a mutual attachment between 
poets, as between ftatefmen. " True friendfhip, as 
** TuLLY obferves, proceeds from a reciprocal efteefti, 
*' and a virtuous refemblance of manners.*' When 
fuch is the bails, the variety in certain tenets and opi- 
nions is of no ill confequence to the union : and will 
(carce ever unloofe the focial ties of love, veneration, 
and efteem. Thus the friendfliip between Atticx/s 
and HoRTENsius, although they were of different feds, 
one a Stoic, and the other an Epicurean, fubfifted like 
Mr. Pope's and Dr. Swift's, firm and conftantto 
thelaft, when that of Antony, LiprDrs, and At; - 
cusTUs, continued no longer than while it was info- 
fervient to their views of inteteft. Catiline fays. 
Idem velkj ac idem nolle^ ea detnum amicitia iff. This 
often attends a vitious confpiracy 5 and perhaps an 
agreement fo perfectly mutual is fcarce to be met mth 
in any other inflance. Emulation generally break» 
the chain of friendfhip between poets. TEey are run- 
nlng with the utmoft eagernefs to the (kme goal 1 no

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wonder, if, in th^ race, they eadeavour to trip up 
each others heels, 

. As I have often, reverted in my mind certain parti- 
culars relating to my two poetical friends, I iiave al- 
ways thought, that the circumftancc of their purfuing 
dificrent roads in poetry, and living in different king- 
doms, was probably one of the happieft incidents- in 
their lives. Such a feparation prevented all pcrfonal 
dii&nfions, and fixt them in a correfpondence, that 
conftantly tended to eftablilh their endearments ; when, 
perhaps, a refidence near each other^ niight have had 
a very contrary effedi. It is much eafier to rectify any 
niiftake, or to cool any animoiity that may have arifen, 
in a letter, than to recal a palTionate verbal anfwer, 
elpecially if uttered with all the adlions, and vehe- 
mence of anger. The impreffion of fuch a fcenc re- 
mains long upon the mind of the perfon offended, and 
the old adage is tranfpofed, Fox audita manety litera 
fcripta ferity Few men can fubmit to contradidUon, 
SwjFT was certainly not of the number, and therefore 
I am perfuaded, that his diflance from his Englifh 
friends proved a ftrong incitement to their mutual 
affed^ion. . But, I mud again repeat, that throughout 
the long feries of letters which have been publifhed, 
not the leaft altercations appear to have happened be- 
tween Swift and Pope. 

In all SwiFT^s writings, you will find his own peculiar 
vein of humour. The fame liberty of expreffion would 
have been improper and abford in any other writer, 
but it produced the confequences which he defired. 

His 
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Ifi^ feeming arrogance gained him more favour, than 
tl)e humility and affefted benevolence of others. His 
r^ijjery and freedom of cenfure are conveyed in a man- 
ner n^ore. prevalent, and perhaps often more agreeable 
^l^n Aattery. He feldom praifed, but where merit was 
cpnfpicuo^s./ A'fmgic ftrdke of his pen pleafed mofe^ 
and gave mor^ hgnour, than a long flattering dedica? 
tl<^p, fro;n any other author. His ftyle was mallefly* 
corred, and ftrong: never Hiffufive, yet always clear *^ 
pj^A, if we cQnfider it in comparifon with his prede- 
ceiTors, he has outdone them all, and is one, perhaps 
the chief, of tlibfe' few felefl Englilh writers, who 
have excelled in elegance and propriety of language. 

Lord Bacon is the firfl: author,' who has attempted 
any ftyle that can be relifliable to the prefent age, fot 
1 muft own to you,' that I think Swift, and his co- 
ternpoi:aries, have brought our language to the utitioH: 
'degree of perfeftion, without the help of a Lo^cinus, 
'a QuiNtiLiAN, 'oreveft df a df6Uoiiary, or a^amma^. 
. Lord Baco N h^ written with an infinite fund of know- 
Jedge : every fcience that he treats upon, is difcufled 
"by him with the greateft learning and dignity, and he 
ftiews himfelf at once a philolbpher, an hiftorian, a po- 
litician, arid a divine ; but his -dialed (for, that dd- 
inand^ our prefent attention) is quibbling and pedantic ; 
and never mod-e fo than when he condefcends to flatter 

his royal mafter, and the minions of that court.

Confider the profaical works of Milton, you will 

find them more'nervous thacn elegant ; more diftinguifli- 

ed by the ftrength of reafon, than, by the rules of rhe- 

L 4 toxic ; 
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toric J his di£lion is harih, his periods teiiOtU ; kni 
when he becomes a profe-writer, the majeffy, tkafi at* 
tends his poetry, vaniflies, and is entirely loft: yet, 
with all his faults, and exduilve of his chara£ier a& a 
poet, he muft ever remain the ,only learned author of 
that tadelefs age in which he Hourifhed : andit is pfd- 
bable, that his great attention to the Latin language 
might have rendered him lefs corred, than he othenn^e 
would have been, in his native tongue. 

Harrington has his admirers, he may poffibly hav6 
his merits, but they Jow not in his ftyle. A later 
writer, of the fame republican principles, has far ex- 
celled him i I mean Algernon Sypney, whofe dif- 
courfes concerning government are admirably written, 
and contain great hiftorical knowledge^ and a remark- 
able propriety of didion ; fo ,that his name, in my 
opinion, ought to be much higher eftabliihed in the 
temple of literature, than I have hitherto found it 
placed. 

Lord Clarendon, is an hiftorian whofe dignity of 
expreilion has juflly given him the preference to any of 
our biographical authors. But his periods. are the /e- 
rioJs of a mile. His parenthefes embarafs the fenfe of 
his narration, and certain inaccuracies, appearing 
throughout his works, are delivered ><^ith a formality 
that renders them flill more confpicuous. 

Among our Englifh writers, few men have gained a 
greater charafter for elegance and cOrreftncfs, than 
Sprat, Biihop of Rochejiery and few men have defexv- 
ed it lefs. When I have read his works^ I have always 

won- 



i^oiKfered from whence fuch a piece of good fortune 
inight have airifen, and could only attribute it to Mr. 
Cowj^EY, who, in a very delicate copy of verfes, ha* 
celebrated his friend Dr. Sprat fo*r eloquence,* wit, 
and a certain candid ftyUy which the poet compares' to 
'the river Thames y gliding with an even current, and 
difplaying the moft beautiful appearances of nature, 
' Poets and painters have their favourites, whom they 
tranfmit to pofterity in what colours and attitudes they 

pleafe: but I am miHaken, if, upon a review of 
Sprat's works, his language will not fooner give yoa 
' an idea of one of the infignificant tottering boats upo^ 
i^e T/?ames, than of the fmooth noble current of the 
river itfelf. 

Sir William Temple is an eafy, carelefs, incorrect 

. writer, elegantly negligent, politely learned, and en-, 
gagingly familiar. 

Thus, my dear Ham, I have curfcrily mentioned 
fome of the brighteft fons of fame among our Englifh 
authors, only to point out to you the preference due to 
Dr. Swift : but he is not entitled alone to the olive 
garland: he has had his coadjutors in the victory. The 
triumvirate, to whom we owe an elegance and pro- 
prie^ unknown to our forefathers, are Swift, Adpi* 
90M, and BoLiNCBROKE. At the fight of fuch names, 
no difpute can arife in preferring the Englifh modems 
to the Englifh antients. The prefent century, and in- 
deed all future generations may be congratulated upon 
the acqoifition of three fuch men. 

But 
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But to retaxna more clofely to Sw,ift. Hp has per- 
kOly ftudied the drama of human life, and particalarljr 
the tendency and irregularities of its different charac- 
ters. He has chofen, (as I dare fay I have mentioned 
in former, letters) to recommend virtue, by rcprefent« 
ing vice in a difagreeable and ridiculous light. As his 
temper was naturally full of acrimony, a certain innate 
,feverity runs throughout all his letters. You will find 
him, in the advice, which he offers to his friends, and 
in the general account which he gives of his own con- 
duft, too clofe an oeconomift. This parfimony pro- 
ceeded from a deiire of being independent : and iince 
that was the eaufe, he will be forgiven, or, at leaA, 
excufed by all honeft men. 

Mr. Pope had different talents from his friend 
Swift: his imagination was fine and delicate: his 
fancy wais ever on the wing. In his earlier time 'of 
. life, his waj^. of thinking, was dii&ifive, and confequent- 
ly his judgement was unconfined. As that judgement 
ripened with years, he (hewed the full ftrength of it in 
his Ethic EpiftJesy and his EJfay on Man, There the poet 
has almoft yielded to the philofoj^her ; and liis moral 
fyftem has charmed more by the force of truth and rea- 
fon, than even by the numben with whidi he adorh' 
led it. ' 

I cannot avoid thinking, that,* in this p^tica%r 

branch of learning, Mr. Pope owed the exertion of 

his^entsto Lord Bolingbrokp, who had ftudied^hc 

• procedure, and limits of the human underflfanding) as 

c^adly as Swift had confidfcred* the irregalarities t)f 

the 
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the pa]£onft in cbfFerent cham^bors of die Human fpecies« 
Lord BoiiNCfiRoicB had eady'made himfdif msdkdt ot 
books and men t but, in his:iirft career bfHfi?, being 
inimerfed at once in buflnefs and pleaTui^, he ran 
thorough, a varietur of fcenesinn i^irprizing and eocen« 
trie tnahner. When his piffions fhbiided by years and 
difappointments^ and whefn he improved his rational 
faculties by more grave (Indies and refia^Hon, he fhone 
out in his retirement with a luftre peculiar to himfelfi 
though not feen by vulgar eyes. The gay ilatefman 
was changed into a philofopher equal to any of the 
fages of antiquity. The Wifdom of Socrates, die 
dignity and eafe of Pliny, and the wit of Hoi1acb< 
ajp^ared in all his writings andconverfation. 

But my letter is growing to an intolerable lengths 
It is time to finifh it ; and believe me, Hamixton, were 
my letters to fill reams of paper, they would be written 
only with a view of repeating the dilates of nly heart; 
which, in its laft beadng moments, will throb towarcb 
you, and thofe other dear objeds, to whom I am

J^ wa^jwfitten inunediately after the arbitriury cpndaft 
of ajnd^eiii Ireland^ who endeavoured to deiboy the 
freedom of jaries» andconfequontly the veryeflenjceof 
dut liberty and fafety, which we have a right to po£- 
fefs by the confdtntion of our ftate. Swift, very ge- • 
aeroofly declares himfelf aveHe to all rigorous pro- 
oeodings againft perfons fufpeded of problematical 
giuk. **By /udf ftri& nqmriis^ iays he, a gate is left 
9pm t9 At.nahole tribe 9f ii^rmers^ the maft accur/ed, 
pvftitutt^ and abandened race that God ever permitted 
to plague mankind^ Upon this fubjedt I cannot avoid 
secolleding fome particulars from a book, which has 
lately given me great delight and inftru6tion, and which 
I recommend very warmly to your perufal. I metn 
VEfpritdes Loix. The author of that book, Moh- 
siEOK j>s MoNTEsquiEv obfcrves, ** that informers 
have been chiefly encouraged under the mofl tyran- 
nical governments. In the reign df Tiberius tri- 
umphal ornaments were conferred upon them, and 
ftatues ereded to their honour. In the reign of

our hiftory, he muft have obferved, ^at the judges have 
been often deaf to the repeated voice of the jury, and

Throughout his rarious corre- 
fpondence you will difcover very ftrong marks of an 
anxious, benevolent friend : and, to my great pleafure, 
1 fihd the mifanthrope' often loft in the good-natured 
man. Read his letters to Mr. Gay, and you will be of 
my Tcnthncnt ; read thofe'to' Dr. Sheridan, in the 
eighth volume % and you will be farther coniirmed in

The letters from Lord Bolinobrokb, which asejA- 
ferted in this coUefUon^ are written with an elegaince and 
f olitenefs that diftinguiih them from all the reft.

are the moft carelefs ftrokes of fuch a pen ! 

Gay*6 letters have nothing in them ftriking or r^ 
commendatory. His fentimeats are thofe of an koati^ 
indolent^ good-natured man. He loved Swift to a de- 
gree of veneration : and the friendihip was returned with 
great fincerity. Swift writes to him in the iamefiraai 
as he would have written to a fon ; and feems todiftia- 
£uifh him as the correfpondent to whom he has aot die 
leaft grain of referve. In the feveral accounts which' he 
^ves of lus fituation ztDubiin, and the idle maimer t of

very envions eye* Augustus, as I remember, was a little 
ftfiiamed to be dtfcovered at a game of cobnuts ; and even 
DoMiTiAN was cunning enough to withdraw into his 
i^fet to catch flies. Great minds, you will fay, require 
to be often nnbent. I allow it ; but thofe relaxations 
ihight be chofen, fo as to make idlenefs appear in a bean- 
dfbl light : and Swift would have forfeited a lefs de« 
gree of hm& by playing many years at pu(h-pin (the re- 
cords of which he could not have printed), than by com*- 
pofing various kinds of »on/en/e, which, by his own op- 
tion, have been honoured with a place in his works.

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not encreafe, nor words improve it, die commerdie'cf > 
aiTedlibn between friends ought to be ctrried'OftiB ftt 
fiyle that neither fmks below' politenefs, nor rifts nAm 
forced compliments. I cannot avoid obfervifig thi$ep&«^ 
flolary concifenefs thaf was in fafhion amongthftantieiitas/ 
efpecially their conclufive fentences, - [<tM/r. Or'sigwiE^' 
Si n)aUas^ bene ifi^ valeo :] which I own feems preferable' 
to our method of loading every letter with compliments, 
not only to wives and children, but to tmcles, aunts, 
and coufins : and of confequence, every relation, that 
is not particularly named, is particularly affi'onted. It 
will appear too minute a criticifm to affirm, that -ythe 
Engli^ language is not well adapted for epiftolary writo- 
ings : be that as it may, it is certainly inferior to tlie 
French, which engages, and perhaps improves us by a 
fuccei&ve flow of phrafes that are peculiar to that nation* 
Madame de S£vign£' 1ms filled four volumes of letters, 
all addreffed to her daughter : they contain nothihg, ex- 
cept different fcenes of maternal fondnefs ; yet, like a 
dafSc, the oftener they are re^d, the more they are re* 
lifhed. Monsieur de Pblisson has pufaiiihed three 
volumes of letters, which he calls Lefirg^ Hifiorifuis,znd 
which are little elfe than materials for a gazette 2 ^hoy 
inform us at what time the grand Monarque arofe ; when 
he went to bed s at what hoar he dined } and what he fiiid 
while he was at fupper : yet all thefe trifles are told in fo 
agreeable a manner, and appear fo natural and eafy, that 
I can fcarce think the (kill of Ovid greater, who, in his 
Fafiu has turned the Roman Calendar into elegant poetry, 
and has verfified ^ fet of old Almanacs. I need not men-

Theikialleft 
t)iunderbolt ifrom heaven blails it in a moment, and eveiy 
tindi Is Co effedually obliterated, that fcarce the outiiiio 
of the figure remain. 

Swift, as I have hinted in a former letter*, cer- 
tainly forefaw his fate. His frequent attacks of giddi- 
nefs> and his manifej! defedl of memory, ^ave rdom for 
fuch appreheniipns. I hav^ often heard him lament tte 
liate of childhood, and idiotifm, to which fome of the 
rreateft men of this nation were redaced before their 
death. He mentioned, as examples within his own 
time, the duke of Marlborough, and Lord SoMBiis : 
sind when he cited thefe melancholy inilances, it was al- 
ways with a heavy iigh, and with geftuFes diat hUtwtii 
Seat uneafmefs, as if he felt an impulfe of what was to 
ppen to him before he died. 

Unlefs I am mifinformed, he died worth about twelve 
thoufand pounds, inclufive of the fpecific legacies men- 
tioned in his wil]> and which may be compared at the

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turn of tw^ve hundred poundi ; fo that the lemMdtsr^t 
near eleven thbufand pottiids» i$ eadrdy appliaible 
to the hofpital for idiots and liuiatica : a charitable' 
f&nndation, partieolarly beneficial in thdfe kingdoms^ 
where the epidemic, diilemper of lunacy is fo pre* 
valent, that it wjJl conftantly fumiih the largell building 
with a fufficicnt number of inhabitants. 

Lunacy m^y in general be confidered as arifing from 
ft'depraved imagination; and muft therefore be origi* 
iiaRy owing to a fault in the body, or the mind. W« 
fee u^nces every day, where, in fevers, all the powen 
of fenfe- and reafon are utterly overturned by a raging 
mdnefs: this frenzy conquers, or is conquered, foont 
but, from more flow and chronical caufes, fuch obfbuc- 
^tioBs may be fprmed, as gradually to produce various de- 
grees of this diforder, and to remain invincible to the verjr 
kft moments of life. Nothing mpre flrongly difpofes 
the mind to this depraved flate* than too fixed an attea- 
J&)n to any particular objeA. Mr. Locke^ if my me- 
mory does not deceive me, defines madnefs as arifing 
^from fome particuh^ idea, or fet of ideas, that make to 
ilrong^an imprefiion upon the mind, as to banifli all 
€»thers : and the perfons afFeded are chearful or melan« 
, chply, well-tempered or fierce, according as the obje6U 
j^nd ideas pf their minds are dilFerent. From hence ie k 
evidpt, that we ought to confider the ftrehgth of the miiid 
even in the purfuit of knowledge, and often to vary our 
ideas by exercife and amufements ; conftantly fipcing a 
ftriA guard againfl any pafiion, that may be prevalent in 
tpo high a degree, or may acquire an habitual ftrength

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and dominion over ^%, Pa^Qas are* the gales of Ix^; 
and it is our part to take care, that they do not rife into 
a tempeir. 

Love, with all its cliarms, ,nmft be reftrained within* 
proper bounds, otherwife it will torture that breaft 
which it was formed to delight. Love contains within 
itfelf a variety of other pafllons, and lays fuch a founda- 
tion of madnefs in the mind, that the frenzy, in this par- 
ticular cafe, never fails to appear in its full force, apd 
|o difplay itfelf in all its ftrength of horror. 
» Rdigion, which can only make the mind hagp^r, ai^ 
ift our fureft and befl defence againil the paffioqi, if cqa; 
£dered. in a wrong and melanchojy view, haa ofi^a poTi^ 
iFertcd the feat of reafon, and given more inh4>itaiiu tp 
Bedlam than any other caufe.

From tbefo 
facerdolal impoiitions, mad people reaped fome remark* 
dble ajdvaxitages. They were often looked opop as 
meflengers fent by heaven, to declare the will of the 
gO^Sy and the prophetical decrees of fate : they wtre 
revered as perfons facred and divine^ and, inflead-'or> 
IcourgeSy they received tokens of adoration. Inkdlr' 
gr&X a degree muft the fubtilty of prieftshave prevailed, 
when they could make one of the greateft caries tlutt' 
attends human life, appear one of the greateft bleffings*?! 
Lunatics are fo called from the influence whtck-^li^ 
iftobn has over bodies, when its attraftive p<nvcr"ft 
greateft ; by which means the preffure of the atmofpKtiAf 
being leiTei^ed, the humours of the body are more rai^ 
lied, and produce a greater plenitude in the ve({^9 ^f 
the brain. This has been illuftrated by our good and 
learned friend Dr. Mead, in his treatife Di itjtpifi^hmst 
HfoUsi and I have particularly obferved, that in thelifir 
book *, which he publi(hed, he takes notice in his chapter

We are apt to revel in a free indnlgence of oua 
paffions ; and diey are as apt to agitate and enervate th« 
fibres of the brain, and to imprint by degrees many 
f]^ im^effioQs, that can. never be etadicated from th^ 
mind. Even the greateft blefiing we enjoy, the freedom 
of our laws, may> I am afraid, in fome meafure, oon-* 
tribute to thofe ra(h anions, that often end in dreadft4 
mtirders of the woril kindi parricide, and fuldde. Men 
ifiuft be reck<HiM in the hig^eft clafs of lunatics, who 
are caf^le of offending the great Author of natore,^ by 
depriving themfelves of that life, which he only has a 
right of taking away, beeaufe he only had the power 
of giiriog it* No perfon in his fenfes can voluntarily 
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prefer death to life. Our defires of exigence arc llrong 
and prevalent. They are born with us ; and oar ideas 
of a future ftate are not fufBciently clear; to loaKe us 
fond of hurrying into eternity; efpecially as eternity it- 
felf muft ever remain incomprehenfib!e to finite beings. 
Human nature has an abhorrence, and a terror, of iti 
own difTolutioh. The philofopher ibbmits to d^tb $ be^ 
eaufe be looks u^onit as k necefRty etcnt : iti tbe mestA 
time, be ufes every method of prudence, iftd cV^ry«rt 
of caution, 'to'Iengtheh6ut life as for ai*ltt! p^ffibly caiJ 
extend it, and to prevent the leaft accident tfaft insf 
bring on death one hoar footer thafi the' laws of tSiier 
baman ftru^ture require. The military *bero -meeh tfctr 
king of terrors mpre from Che dtftates 6f rettfoit, thaii 
the impulses of nature. His fslnie, his fbktcme,ever^ 
objeA that can bd dear to him, depend upon bis reibli#- 
tioa to die.' He expofes himfelf lo the danger of being 
deftroyed; bpcaoie an efibrt of f^^uritig ins- Kfe «iull 
be attended with* contempt ami infamy.

The mod material of wbi<^ 

were fuch as reflefled upon Dr. Swift, in the charaA^ 

of a dergyman, and a Chrlftian. It has been one of the 

misfortunes attending Chriftianity, that many of her 

fens,' from a miftaken filial piety, have indulged them- 

ielves in too refh-ained, and too melancholy a way of 

thinking. Can we wonder then, if a book, compofed 

with all the force of wit and humour in derifion of &• 

cerdotal tyranny, in ridicule of grave hypocrify, and 

in contempt of phlegmatic ftifPnefs, (hould be wilfully 

xnifconftrned by ibme perfons, and ignorantly miibiken 

by others, as a farcafm and reflexion upon the whole 

Chriltian Church ? Swift's ungovernable fpirit of irony 

has fometimes carried him into very unwarrantable flights 

of wit. I hfive remarked fuch pafiages with a moft uii« 

willing eye. But, let my afFedions of friendfhip have 

becnevef ft great, »y patemBl tfedioa ii ftiff greatA- :

They fpared'no unmannerly reflexions upon 
lus chara^er. They had recourfe to every kind of abufe 
tl^at could reach him. And fometimes it was the work 
of Swift, and his companions : fometimes not a fyl- 
lable of it was his work ; it was the work of one of his 
uncle^s Tons, a clergyman : and fometimes it was the 
work of a perfon, who was to be namelefs. Each of 
Ihefe malicious conjedlures reigned in its torn ; and you 
will find, my Hamilton, that bold affertions, however 
fsJfc, almoft conftantly meet with fuccefs ; a kind of 
triumph, that would appear one of the fevereft inftitutes 
of fate» if time, and truth, did not foon obliterate all 
marks of the vi^ory.

no longer remembered that he lived at Tivifmam, hn 
will no longer be known for the'Swa^ ofThamis^,. - 

Virgil, in his Eclogues, celebrates Pollio^ Varus, 
and Gallus, and be dedicates his Georgks to M^ce- 
NAS : but in the .^eid, he could not introduce ai)y of 
his cotemporaries, except by feigned n^mes : zxA even 
then, the connexion of the fable muft be preferved, and 
fome poetical differences muft be allowed. Such ^ €911- 
da£l has induced f<Mneof the comanentatOFs to.afix vari« 
f>us names to particular chara&ers in thfc ^neid.

Thefe lines are in fach a drain, as to demonilrate tho 
powers of the mufe much lefs deficient than the will. 
It is very probable therefore, that, daring the time, 
while the public expectations were raifed in hopes of, 
feeing Horace undertake fome poem entirely formed 
lYpon the military plan, Virgil might have compofed 
that part of the ^oeid from whence I have drawn mf 
quotation, and might very juftly have given Horacb 
die charadler of.CRBTEvs, not only in confequence o^ 
the odes already written, but under a kind of certainty,' 
of feeing future and more perfe^ poems in the fame 
ftrain. 

ITubmit to your judgment, whether thefe furmife^ 
are juft.

At the beginning, all 

is fmoothnefs, all is joy and felicity: but the fun-fhine 

is feldom of a very long duration. Clouds of jealoufy 

arife, and the whole atmofphere of the court is foon 

filled with noxious vapours, with heart-burnings, ani« 

mofities, and perfonal altercations between minifters : 

which often afcend to fuch a height, as even to moleit 

the fcing in hi^ chair of ftate.- Delirant Acht^vi^ ple^ 

Buntur reges. Thefe are the unhappy effcds that proceed, 

as I have before obferved, from the very nobleft caufe, 

the thirft of liberty. A free people are conftantly jealous 

of their rights. A wife king will preferve to them thofe 

rights, and by fuch a maxim will eUablifh his own. But,

If that hojH>ur 
is in referve for yon, nfe it in fuch a manner, as ihal^ 
fhew, that yon think yourfelf af countable to God, and 
jour country, for every a^ion of your life. Begin fey 
conquering your own prejudices,, and then endeavour to* 
conquer thofe of your mailer. Make him in Jove with 
parliaments, but let thofe; parliaments be frtt, Brinj^ 
him thoroughly acquainted, even with the minuteft 
branch of the confiitution. Study his honour. Prevent 
his paflion». Corred his errors* Keep England ever 
uppermoft in your thoughts : and coniider the king of 
England M born only for the good of his people.

end. I originally chofe th& topic, my deareft Ha m i lt o n , 
becaufe few charafters' could have afforded* fo' great a 
variety of faults and beauties. Few men have been more 
known and ^mired, or mor^^enyied and cenfured, than 
Dr. Swift. From the gifts of nature Ae had great 
powers, and, from the imperfection of humanity, he had 
many failings. I always confidered him as an Ahfiraa 
and brief chronicle of the times ; no man being better ac- 
quainted with human n^ture^ both in the higheil, and in 
lb* lowest fceii^s of life. His friends, and correfpond- 
ents, were the greateft and mod eminent, mei) of. t^ 
age. The fages of antiquity were often the companions 
of his clofet : and although he induftrioufly avoided an 
oftentation of learning, and generally chofe to draw his 
materials from his own (lore ; yet his knowledge in the 
antient authors evidently appears from the Orength of 
his fentiments, and the cUflic corrednefs of his Hyle. 

You muft have obferved, my dear fon, that I could 
not fubmit to be confined within the narrow limits of 
bjt>graphical memoirs. I have gone into a more exten- 
five field; and, in my progrefs, I wifh I may have 
thrown out fuch hints, as (hall tend tQ fprm your mind
